MADISON – Wisconsin growers have been national leaders in both cranberry and potato 

production, and two bills authored by Senator Patrick Testin (Stevens Point) and Representative 

Nancy VanderMeer (Tomah) would help to continue that success. The newly introduced legislation 

increases Wisconsin’s investment in research and marketing by $500,000 per biennium for each 

crop.
